At the risk of beiug considered tire- 
some, we revert to tlio "great cattle 
drain — the fatal leak which is fast re- 
ducing the Prov incial ship to tlmt con- 
dition of liolplc'Ksness commonly (-idl- 
ed "watorlo-rgod." It is luu)\vn iX'^n- 
rvnWj that for nevoral ycivs live nlock 
has boon imported intothiri oonnliy at 
\)\ ' rate of about one hniidvcd and 
fifly thousand dollars per annum, and 
if tho aggregato falls somoi\-hat lower 
this year, that cireumstanco must bo 
attributed to the roduced prieo uf ani- 
juals in the foreign market, rather 
than to any decrement in tho quantity 
imported. It will hardly bo necessary 
to remark tli(it the groat bulk consists 
of beef cattle, the proportion of hoise- 
flosh being very small, merely uoiui- 
nal in iact. Here, then, wo have tiie 
fact staring ns in the face that a I'ro- 
viiice counting little more than ten 
thousand souls of civilized population 
is paying away not much less than one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
every year for foreign beef! Startling 
as is the fact, considered in the ab- 
stract, it is still more startling when 
viewed in the light of relative circum- 
stances. To a country destitute of tho 
means of domestic supply the circum- 
stance would simply be a subjectof re- 
gret. It would be the country's misfor- 
tune that it did not possess tho means 
of self-supply. But in tho case of 
British Columbia how very different. 
Not only does sho possess within her- 
self all the natural means of producing 
a supply of tho commodity in question, 
but that supply already c:a-:,tcj in r.n 
perabundaucG. Nay, stocks have 
overgi'owu, and are, so to speak, eat- 
ing their own heads off. Tho principal 
raisers aro at their wits end to know 
how to get rid of their overgrown herds. 
Such is the capacity that wo aro assur- 
ed tho larger holdera would bo conti iit 
with five eents a pouiul, delivcroil in this 
market. Tlio Attonicy-Coacnil iiuMiuly 
assortoil tlio other lUy thut stiK-lv-nusius 
admitted they wouldgetrich nt three cents 
a pound ; but we ore disposed to rcgr. r, 1 
that as an oxtrenio Rtatomeiit. Tho loail 
er may ho disposed to ask, If th(-ao tliiii;;s 
bo so, how comes it th.nt tho jjriticipai iiun- 
kots hrtvo to bo Bupidieii friMii alirond, 
and that our own herds aro niuniu^' to 
seed? The answer is simplo and it is 
[•'i-oriminating. Our own stock-raisers 
have not the meana of reaching the mar- 
kotB. A few thousand dollars, moderate 
interest upon the sum sent out of tho 
Provinco every year to buy foreign hci f , 
would safIiT?e to overcome tho wliolo dif- 
ficulty and establish .such relations l)o- 
tween tho principal inarAola and the grn.-u 
pastoral districts of the interior aa would 
etl'ectually exclude the foreign article und 
stop the fatal leak— turn tho golden 
stream now running into foreign channels 
into the pockets of onr own .struggling 
producers. Is it possible that tho (!ov- 
ernniont has not tlio foresight, llio (irdin- 
ary thrift to stop tho lank when tho work 
is HO easy of acooraplishmont':' Even if it 
should cost a.s maoh as a year's supply of 
foreign beef, it would unquestionably be 
tho true poliey and iutei-est of the fonii- 
try to do it. How much more, when the 
ordinsry interest on a year's consuniiitioii 
would snffico. Need we enlargo upon the 
beneficial effects of that ono hundred and 
fifty thousand a year circulated among 
our own nooplo, going into the pocket., 
of dome.s'tic indnatiy, instead of being 
drained out of the counlryV No. Tlif 
reader can work or.t that branch of th>' 
subject for himself. It may bo well to 
point out. however, that, over and aboTo 
the general duty which tho country owes 
to itself in this matter, there is a sjjecial 
duty which it owes to tho iirodueer. Look 
at tiio cqndition of that largo and impoi - 
taut Hoction of the country with which it 
is proposed to catuljlish sncii facile imih- 
municatiou as will lead to a sui)ply of tiic 
markets on the seaboard. Tlio farmei' 
has an accumulation of two, and in i.oinu 
in.stanccs three, crop.s, and hn wmild 
r'ladly sell nt Cflliforuia prices; but th(Mc- 
13 no one to buy. Tho stock rai-ior, .as 
■we have said, sees his over;;rown herds 
running to seed, and cannot evoji iuvn the 
bides and tallow into cash with wlii. h t.) 
satisfy the Inexorable tax-gatliei ( i-. I ; i 
the bounden duty, as it is tho (.bvi.-n.i 
interest of tliu country to use every legiL- 
iinato means for the purpose of jirovid- 
ing a remedy; and tho only truo remedy 
is a market. Wo pointed out the other 
day how a partial remedy could be pio- 
viiled bv opening an avonuo through 
which the Cussiar mines may besupplied. 
\\c nrgo tho duty of completing tho re- 
medv by the cstablishinont ofsu.-h nie.nis 
of eonuiiunieation us will enable stock to 
bo driven to the seuboard so us to ina!;,- 
but ono shipment in order to ro icli \ 
couvor Island. It will be no i >:cu:-e to 
pleail impeouniosity. If tlio necessary 
ftinount for the acoonaplishment of so im- 
poi tint an object cannot bo spared from tho 
ordinary Hoiireos of rovenne, let it be bor- 
rowed. But it oftu bo fij'arod. It can 
\fo\l be saved from the extravagant civil 
tlist. Who will say, for in»tanco, that tho 
' 1 6 lefits certain to accrue to tho co\nitry at 
largo from the nccoraplishment of such an 
oijject would not bo immeasurably great- 
er than thoso arising from tho creation of 
tho fonrtli portfolio? And yet it is an 
undeniablo fact that the price of that liflli 
wheel to tho Execntivo coaoii— perhaps 
there would bo greater litnoss in describ- 
iugit as the second wheel of the Executive 
v.heelbarrow--\vould very nearly bulllce 
to stop tho fatal leak. Shall the leak be 
stopped? What say yon, consumers? 
What say yon, producers? The anawer is 
in jour handa. It is for you to instruct 
your representatives to say whether it 
shall be st<)r>pea or not. If they come to 
th«^ work of the aissslon prepared to sup- 
poi • I'l <:i<'-d ExecutivG, to endorse the 
ub.-,oii-.!ioii cf th.? riiblio revenues and 
iiulllkatioa vt the o6p»Ututicu by {or^fct*

IhiTToit Coi.o.stst: — If our noviooi at 
legislation are eapaiile of learning n-is- 
doiii from past failiir"3. they will, in tho 
iMining sesiitni, rejioal most, or all, of the 
acts they Inive pa^.i^.l — repair the lauchief 
donethey cannot — and couimoucedenovo;
